In an interview, Clerk/Treasurer Doug Parks said he was} 
pleased with the overall budget which will allow the village to 
complete all the projects they wanted m [995 

The mill rate for 1995 has come down to 50.26 from the 1994 
rate of 50.338. This translates into a 92 cent decrease im property 
{ax on an average residence assessment of STE.RX40. Parks at 
tributes the mill rate decrease to an increase in assessment within | 
the village, due to new construction and renovations 

Within the 1995 budget, the village plans to continue side walk 
rehabilitauion, with $27,000 going towards that project. The vil-| 
lage also has $44,000 remaining in infrastructure funding which | 
is Slated to go toward sidewalk rehabilitation, Parks said, despite | 
the federal government's announcement that they were sprewding | 
the infrastructure program over another two years, he wasn't} 
worried about receiving the federal poruon and the project would 
go ahead ag planned. : : 

Council has $100,000 worth of paving scheduled to be com 
pleted within the village for 1995 

Council also plans to continue the replacement of water Imes | 
along St. Lawrence Street East. Parks said the County has satd it | 
plans to continue repaving along St. Lawrence St E. in 1995

two projects.

World tour cyclist 
heading home in June

Cycling around the world for 
nine years has dampened the Spir- 
it’s of India citizen Taher 
Madrasawala who stopped in 
Marmora overnight on April 27. 

Promoting universal peace and. 
brotherhood, the 32-year-old 
started his tour on Oct. 9, 1981 in 
India and plans to end after trav- 
elling to Washington D.C. some- 
time in June or July. 

On his travels, Taher has used 
three different mountain bikes and 
carries all his “worldly” posses- 


sion -- about 170 pounds worth - 
- with him. 

Having accumulated several 
photo albums of press clippings 
and letters of congratulation, 
Taher proudly displays them to 

whoever he meets. 


During the past nine years this 
member of the Dawoodi Bohra 
Muslim Community estimates he 
has handed out nearly one million 
pamphlets promotiip, world 
peace. 

With no financial backing, 
Taher relies on the zenerosity of 
passers-by and residents of the 
communities he passes through. 
He says he has been “very fortu- 
nate” where money is. concerned. 

Taher has been through every 
type of climate during his 115,000 
kilometre trip including minus 32 
degrees in. Windsor, Ontario to 
plus 56 in the Middle East. 

Taher passed through Marmora 
on his way to Ottawa where he 
had a meeting with Prime Minis- 
ter Jean Chretien. He hopes to 
bring his message of untversal 
peace and brotherhood.

A third senior at Caressant Care 
Marmora has died of nec rotizing 


fasciits -- the flesh eating disease 
-- since January, according to 
public health officials. 

The latest victim, a man in his 
70s, developed a sore thumb on 
April 26 that gradually worsened, 
explains Dr. John Hoey, Assoct- 
ate Medical Officer of Health for 
Kingston, Frontenac, Lennox and 
Addington Health Unit. (Hoey is 
filling in for the vacationing Dr. 
Lynn Noseworthy, Medical 
Health Officer for Hastings and 
Prince Edward counties. ) 


According t to Dr. Hoey, the 
man’s hand had swollen by April 
27. He was taken to Belleville 
Gencral Hospital where he subse- 
quently died late Thursday night 
or early Friday morning. 

Early this year three cases of 
group A streptococcal bacteria 
(that sometimes leads to the flesh- 
ing cating disease) were diagnosed 
at the nursing home. Cases were 
reported in January, February and 
March. One resident survived.

in to such a demiand. He needed to 
look after his family. even at the 
risk of his own life 

Sometimes my father had gone 
out in the evening, dressed up like 
an old woman. He then, went to 
the farms for food for our family. 
I remember him coming home 
with apples in his underwear. 

One sunny morning my father 
wanted to see some daylight, after 
being under the floor for weeks. 
After my mother weht around the 


block to check if it was safe for’ 


him to come out, he spent some 
time in the backyard. 

Not long after, the house was 
encircled by German 
soldiers...father tned to flee...but 
tono avail. He was dragged away 
and we did not see him for a long 
time, neither did we know where 
he was taken to. | was standing in 
the backyard with my wooden 
shoes on, when this happened and 
I cried. “No, not my daddy, don’t 
take my father! Of course, no 
soldier would pay attention to a 
little girl's cry. 

Months later, my father es- 
caped and returned home, 
wounded starved and sick. For us, 
he was beyond recognition and it 
took him a long ume to recuper- 
ate. He was a man with an iron 
will, who's dictionary did not have 
the word “cannot”. He had al- 
ready Surv ived a broken neck, 
blindness and lung perforation 
through an accident, he was going 
to survive again. He died at the 
age of 87, in November 1993. My 
father had invented several things 
in the field of electric technology, 
regarding television, amplifying 
sound, convertor, etc. 

Really, my mother was brave 
too, she never cried in front of her 


_ children dunng those War years, 


even after the Germans took my 


- father away. She had to look after 


us all. by her self for many months 
and I have never seen her upset or 
crying. But I am sure that she 
unloaded herself when we were 
all in bed. We went early to bed, 
because there wds no electricity, 
sono lights at night. We slept with 
three children in a double bed, of 
course that kept us warmer. Some- 
times my older sister or my only 
brother sneaked up to the attic in 
the dark, to steal an apple ora hand- 
full of dned green peas. We al- 
ways seemed to be so hungry. 
The winter of 1944-45 was a 

severe and cold winter, when 
many Dutch people died of star- 
vation and exposure. Also in our 
family there was lack of every- 
thing. My mother told me later 
that she prayed to the Lord and 
said, “Lord if you don’t provide, 
there ts nothing else for us than to 
die”. Not long after the Canadian 
soldiers did liberate us and big 
containers of food were dropped 
in the fields close by. My sisters

My first contact with a choco- 
late bar was when the Canadian 
soldiers marched past our house 
and my sister told me to run over 
to them and ask for one. They 
were on their way to a swimming 
pool, for their moring exercise. 
Their song was loud and clear, “It 
is along way to Tipperary”, their 
tread was fast and | had a hard 

ime keeping up with them. | 
grabbed the hand of one of the 
soldiers and I only said, “choco- 
late”, noteven knowing what 
it meant. He immediately stuck~ 
his hand in his pocket and handed 
me this flat bar called chocolate. 
What an experience for a little 
girl. Of course we could not un- 
derstand English and for a long 
tume | thought that the song “Itis 
a long way to Tipperary” meant 
“Itis a long way to'treedom”, at 
least that was my Own interpreta- 
tion. 


May 5, 1945 was the big day of 
Liberation and when Queen 
Wilhemina spoke to her people 
via the radio, not too many had a 
radio to listen to her, because the 
Germans had confiscated most of 
them. My father a genius and in- 
ventor in the electro-technical 
field. We hada home-made radio 
and we had to take turns on the 
treadle sewing machine to gener- 
ate electricity, so we could hear 
the Queen's speech. The radio 
was set up by the upstairs open 
windows and hundreds of people 
were standing outside listening, 
as | can remember. We were free 
at last.

Our Village Population 


Failing to see any immediate 
prespect of the projected railway 
being commenced; or of the sepa- 
ration of the North from the South 
Riding, and the erection of the 
Village of Madoc into the new 
County Seat, the last new notion 
of doing Something or other to 
increase the importance and'pros- 
penty of the place ts - incorpora- 
tion. We have recently heard this 
subject mooted on various occa- 
stons by sundry individuals, who 
advocated the idea of incorpora- 
tion for several different reasons. 
We told them that however desir- 
able the change might be, it was 
impracticable at present, for one 
simple reason, the lack of suffi- 
cient population. This view was 
dissented from, the general dpin- 
10on being that there was the requi- 
sit® nuniber of inhabitants, 
namely, 750. 

But as the law now stands, the 


- area of a Newly incorporated vil- 


lage at the start, is limited to 500 
acres. That being the case - unless 
we could include in the desired 
village municipality only a very 
narrow stnp of land on each of the 
roads leading north and south, 
and east and west, from what now 
constitutes the village - we should 
fall far short of the number re- 
quired by law to entitle us to ask 
for incorporation. For, by recent 
careful enumeration of the 
populations, by families from 
Kirk's Millon the north: and from 
St. Peter's Church on the west; to 
the Methodist Episcopal Church 
on the east, and extending the 


distance a little beyond each of 
the last named, we find that the 
totai population within that area is 
not oe 550. 4 

So that in point of Yact the 
population is scarcely greater, if 
at all, now than it was a dozen 
years ago; and far less than it was 
dunng the Gold excitement; at 


which period, incorporation might 


easily have been accomplished. 

Considering the large attend- 
ance of children at the Village 
schools - both boys and girls - this 
standstill result will at first sur- 
prise a good many of our readers. 
if, however, the number of fami- 
lies and young men who have left 
Madoc during the last few years is 
taken into account, the actual state 
of the case is easily enough un- 
derstood. 

In connection with this matter; 
it was suggested to us to see what 
number of our subscribers had 
left the village. We have accord- 
ingly looked over the list, and find 
that - quite independently of the 
iemporary subscribers who were 
residents during the Gold excite- 
ment - just 50 of those who might 
be reckoned old settlers have re- 
moved from the village or its vi- 
cinity to other parts - and most of 
them had families more or less 
numerous. To this number must 
be added some who have died, 
and of course many others who 
were not subscribers. So that it 
may safely be said, that of old 
inhabitants of Madoc, aS many as 
would amount to fully half the 
present populations, have within 
the last six years, gone away to 
settle elsewhere. 

While itis clear, then, why the 
population has not increased, it is 
‘not to the inferred that village is in 
a decaying condition. A stone 
Church, the Masonic Hall, and 
many new houses have been built 
of late years: and though some 
stores have been closed, others 
have been opened in their stead,

Peterborough - The “I"’ word (incineration) got a good work-out 
last week as political hopefuls tackled the always-controversial waste 
management issue during the first of several scheduled all-candidates 


meetings. 

The Tuesday evening meeting 
at the Rockhaven was sponsored 
by the city and county and fo- 
cused entirely on waste manage- 
ment, an issue that heated up again 
during the past year after four 
rural communities found them- 
selves on a dump site short list. 

The unique meeting brought 
together candidates from both 
Hastings-Peterborough and Peter- 
borough City. 

Italso went some way to delin- 
eating Party thinking on how gar- 
bage should be handled -- with the 
Liberals and Progressive Con- 
servatives promising to put “all 
options” back on the negotiating 
table and the NDP defending 
waste management legislation 
(Bill 143) and arguing for a more 
aggressive approach torecycling. 

“As the process has proceeded, 
the requirements for selecting the 
landfill site has had a sliding tar- 
get,” said Barb Jinkerson, the Lib- 
eral candidate in Hastings-Peter- 
borough. “The parameters seem 
tochange and become impossible 
to meet.” 

Mrs. Jinkerson argues that 
landfill sites should be as “small 
as possible” and the Ministry of 
the Environment (MOEE) “user- 
friendly.” 

She says a Liberal government 
would liftthe ban on building new 
municipal solid waste incinera- 
tors. 

“The ban arbitrarily removes 
an option from being considered 
by municipalities under an envi- 
ronmental assessment,” Mrs. 
Jinkerson told the gathering of 
200 people. 

“This really limits the ability 
of municipalities to chose the most 
environmentally-appropriate 
waste disposal option for their 
area.” Fs 

“Municipalities must be given 
the opportunity to develop their 
own solutions to waste manage- 
ment issues which includes giv- 
ing them the power to consider all 
options to landfill including in- 
cineration and transportation.” 

Mrs. Jinkerson also said that 
local recycling efforts have pro- 

duced “extraordinary grassroots 
results. 

“Tt proves that when we have an 
informed and motivated public_ 
She argues that changing tech- 
nology “may allow landfill sites 
to be engineered to collect the 


|. leachate and extract hazardous 


chemicals then cap them with 
impervious clay. 


“A landfill site of the future 
will not be the same as today,” she 
said. : 

In the future, she said, trucks 
designed to pick up separated food 
waste might well be added to 
curbside efforts. 

Mrs. Jinkerson says the Cana- 
dian Industry Packing Initiative 
(CIPS) “is a good starting point 
for discussing the roles and re- 
Sponsibilities of each sector in 
financing the blue box program.” 

But she admitied that CIPSI 
does not address the problems 
municipalities face in funding 
their share of mandated blue box 
programs. 

Tory hopeful Harry Danford 
gave the audience a taste of his 
Party's so-called “Common Sense 
Revolution” which says it will 
also scrap Bill 143. 

“We're missing the point if we 
don't look at all options.” Mr. 
Danford said 

He says the “system is not 
working and ts not likely to” be- 
cause il 1s a “top-down” process 
“driven by the MOEE, lawyers 
and consultants.” 

It always breaks down on the 
way. he argued, and lay people 
are more accurate in their assess- 
ment of the process. 

Mr. Danford strongly supports 
diversion efforts, engineered 
landfill sites and endorsed, rather 
cooly, garbage rail-hauled to will- 
ing host communities. He is 
against transporting waste by 
truck. 

I recognize the problems that 
go with it (transportation by truck ). 
We're just creating another prob- 
lem, he said. Rail is an alternative 
from a pollution point-of-view. 

“There are other alternatives,” 
he noted. . 

Municipalities have to continue 
toreduce so the need for a landfill 
area can be dealt with by existing 
ones, he said adding that “you 
can't just divert without taking a 
look at the cost.” 

“You have to have a balance,” 
he said. “To do that you have to 
look at the cost of diversiori.” 

And while Mr. Danford says 
there will always be landfills, he 
said there should be no need for 
new ones. :

Chretien represented Canada at 
events in these countnes as Well 
as others in France and Russta. 

The main focus overseas for 
Canadians was in the Netherlands, 
where the Canadian Forces played 
a key role in the liberation of the 
Dutch people.

Composting revisited: the big picture

.There was so much totalk about 
in last month's article that I was 
only able to touch briefly on 
backyard composting. Let's now 
step back for a second and take a 
look at the backyard composting 
big picture. 

In th¢ last few years, more and 
more municipalities have realized 
that recycling alone wasn’t going 
to solve their waste crisis. Since 


-omy about a third of residential 


waste is potentially recyclable. 
even a blue box system that cap- 
tured all recyclables from every 
household would still leave two- 
thirds of the waste heading for 
landfill. 

Clearly, we have to do more, if 
we are.going to mect the agegres- 
sive (and impressive) 71 per cent 
waste diversion target set by our 
local municipalities, ovér even 
the 50 per cent waste reduction 
target set by the provincial gov- 
ernment. 

Organic waste, which makes 
up almost half of the waste stream, 
is clearly the “next frontier”. Some 
municipalities are experimenting 
with curbside collection and cen- 
tralized processing of separated 
organic wastes, but in the Centre 
& South Hastings area, we have 
opted for the back yard composting 
solution, anchored by 1992's 
YIMBY (Yes In My Back Yard)- 
composter give-away program. 

The beauty of an aggressive 
backyard composting program 
such as YIMBY is that capital and 
operating costs are a fraction of 
the curbside collection alterna- 
tives. The reason for this is that 


residents do all the work them- 
selves. Another advantage of 
backyard composting programs 
is that they break the “put it at the 
curb and let someone else deal 
with it” mind-set that got us into 
this problem in the first-place. 
People actually “close the loop” 
by making and using the compost 
that they create out of their or- 
ganic waste. 

Initially, there were concerns 
that few people would actually 
take the time and effort to use a 
backyard composter. Those same 
concems were expressed when 
the first blue box programs were 
launched, and we have clearly 
seen how citizens proved the nay- 
Sayers wrong and eagerly em- 
braced the blue box recycling. 

The YIMBY program was 
similarly successful -- in fact, well 
over half of our single family 
hquseholds are now actively 
composting an estimated 4,100 
tonnes per year in their own back 
yards. 

Where user-pay garbage sys- 
tems have been implemented, such

as in Sidney ‘Township, the amount 
of compostables going to landiill 
has dropped sharply. People now 
have an added incentive to use all 
waste diversion options open to . 
them. 

Some of this decrease ts a re 
sult of households making use of 
special yard waste depots or con- 
verting to grasscycling, but much 
of the increased diversion can be 
attributed to increased use of 
backyard composters. 

To encourage more residents 
to become active backyard 
composters, the Centre & South 
Hastings Recycling Board has 
published a Compost Book, which 
explains composting basics, lets 
you know how you can avord 
composting problems, and shows 
you how to make high-quality 
compost quickly. 

Copies will be available at 
municipal offices, or are avail- 
able directly from the Recycling 
Board at 1-613-394-6266.

He 
also noted that Ontano’s welfare 
pay-outs exceed those of New 
foundland and a PC government 
would make changes to eligibility 
rules, so the program isn't such a 
“magnet for recipients 


During the question-and-an 
swer period, the candidates were 
asked about concerns regarding 
health care service 

Buchanan stated when his party 
became the government, health 
care spending was increasing al a 
rate of 10.8 per cent in the 80's 
which couldn't continue. He 
added that the NDP tried to bring 
the budget in al zero per cent, but 
then decided to increase the 
budget by the rate of inflation. 
The NDP implemented the cap on 
doctors’ salaries which, at the 
time, was accepted by the Ontario 
Medical Association. If elected, 
Buchanan said his party would 
work to protect the health care 
system. 

Westen said his party would 


cut $30 million from the budget, 


which represents the amount the 
Ontario government spends on 
abortions. The FCP would also 
remove the salary cap and moni- 
tor doctors, in cases of abuse. 
Westen said his party would en- 


courage doctors to work in rural 
areas, with a service program. 


which will provide incentives.

Marketings of 2.315 billion li- 
tres of milk for the fiscal year 
ending Oct. 31, 1994 have been 
reported by the Ontario Milk 
Marketing Board (OMMB), 

This represents ah increaseof 
126 million litres, or 5.8per cent, 
from the- previous year. 

For this milk, the Board billed 


The 
OMMB retained $47.9 million for 
milk transportation, $8.5 million 
for administration of the market- 
ing system, $23.5 million for mar 
ket expansion and about $1 16,000 
to support the Dairy Science Re 
search, Chair.

For the first time in more than 
three years, Ontario datry farm- 
ers will receive an increase in the 
price they get for milk for the fluid 
market.

Good tiene for dairy progress check 


by D.F. Young

Now ts the me, for dairymen 
who do not keep detailed produc- 
tion or financial records, to check 
on herd production andefficiency 
while the 1994 inome tax figures 
are handy. 

To check returns per cow, use 
the gross milk sales in dollars as 
reported on the tax return. This 
should include the subsidy pay- 
ment before transportation and 
other marketing costs are de- 
ducted. Divide this by the average 
number of cows in the herd. 

The average number of cows 
should include all mature animals 

- both milking and dry in the 
herd. This will give a figure of 
mulk sales or returns per cow in 
dollats -- a good guide unless a lot 
«of milk ts being diverted to calves 
or other outlets. : 

For most holstein producers, 
this figure should be in the range 
of $3,700 to over $4,000 per cow. 
Higher producing herds will push 
this to $5,000 per cow. 

In general, the higher the fig- 
ure the better. While it may cost 
more to reach higher production 
per cow, the extra costs are more 
than compensated for by extra 
returns. In fact, research indicates 
that net farm income increases 
parallel with higher production 
per cow. 

If your milk income per cow. 1s 
below $3,500, it is time to look at 


% 


the production end of your opera- 
tion. It ikely means that. income 
per cow is less because of an 
unbalanced or inadequate feed- 
ing ration or a greater proportion 
of the milk goes to the calves or 
possibly a higher portion goes on 
the industrial marker. 

Another check is to determine 
the litres sold per cow or kilo- 
grams of milk sold per cow. To 
determine the milk shipments per 
cow, add up the shipments on a 
monthly basis to coincide with the 
tax year. 

Dividing the years of milk sold 
during the year by the average 
number of cows in the herd will 
give the milk sales per cow in 
litres. For kilograms, add the kilo- 
grams of milk shipped and then 
divide by the number of cows in 
the herd. 

Most people are familiar with 
litres which would normally run 
between 6,500 to 7,000 litres per 
cow in large breeds. Figures be- 
low this should be a concem of 
lower than average production. 

Interms of kilograms produced 
in holstein herds, the range would 
run about 265 - 280 kilograms per 
cow. For those producers on DHI, 
figures should be less than their 
DHI average as these figures are 
based on fmilk sales and on a 365- 
day basis. 

To determine the returns per 
hectolitre of milk sales, simply 
divide the year’s total shipments 
into the gross milk dollar as re- 
ported on the tax form. 

Again these figures should in- 


el milk subsidy. Milk sales 
Should be in the $56-57 per 
hectolitre basis or about $14 per 
kilogram. Higher returns will in- 
dicate a higher than average 
butterfat test and a high percent- 
age of No. 1 milk shipments. 

With feed costs the single big- 
gest expense item on most dairy 
Operations, it is useful tocheck on 
the purchase feed costs per cow or 
per hectolitre. 

To determine this simply di- 
vide the average number of cows 
into the expense figure as reported 
for dairy feed purchases. Nor- 
@fally this figure will be in the 
range of $520-550 per cow where 
most forages are grown on the 
farm. 


Dividing hectolitres of milk - 


shipments into the feed costs will 
also give a cost on the basis of per 
hectolitre of milk shipped, which 
should normally be in the range of 
$7 or $8 per hectolitre. 

Purchased feed costs can be 
too low an indication of inad- 
equate feed supply or too high 
where expensive feed and/or for- 
ages are purchased. 

Purchased feed. costs can be 
reduced if home-grown grains are 
fed. There are a number of other 
quick checks which can be used 
as a guide with income tax re- 
tums. 

More detailed information is 
available by taking part in the 
Farm Management Analysis 
Project, which currently involves 
500 to 800 dairymen across On- 
tario.

If you are inthe livestock busi- | 


ness, one of the greatest potentials 
for increased returns will occur 
duting-the next few weeks with 
the first forage cut of the season. 
That potential will depend on 
the quality of forage you are able 
to harvest. This is particularly true 
ot dairy operations where feed 
costs constitute over 50 per cent 
of the total cash costs and quality 
forages can pay big dividends. 
For most farmers, quality for- 
age-may be defined as a forage 
that is high in digestible protein 
and low in fibre. All farmers grow 
high quality forages -- many are 


not able to manage the harvest to - 


maintain this quality. 

Timing is the important factor. 

Top quality forage for any lac- 
tating herd would be 20 per cent 
protein, 30 percent acid detergent 
fibre (ADF), and 40 per cent neu- 
tral detergent fibre (NDF). 

This type of feed value can be 
obtained from early or pre-bloom 
cut alfalfa. As the plant matures, 
the protein percentage drops and 
the NDF increases which reduces 
the amount of feed that an animal 
willeat. . 

Grass hay will tend to have a 
little less protein and a higher , 
NDF resulting in lowering. the 
intake potential of the crop. The 
quality of all forages drop rapidly 
as the plant matures. 

—What this really means is that 
in order to get a quality forage, it 
must be cut early. Generally, this 
means harvesting during the first 
week or so of June when the for- 
age contains a high percentage of 
moisture. 

At this time a longer drying 
neriod is required when weather 
conditions are unsettled and a 
potential for rainfall is greater. 

Larger dairy operators, in par- 
ticular, have reduced the drying 
period by harvesting their first 
crop as haylage -- 50 to 60 per 
cent moisture as opposed to 18 to 
20 percent required for dry hay. 

In recent years, other systems 
have beendeveloped which would 
assist in the harvesting of quality 
forage. These include the use of 
acids which prevent mould, wrap- 
ping bales in plastic or in baggers 
designed to prevent air fromcom- 
ing into contact with the forage. 

There are currently several 
types of baggage systems on the 
market. As well, anumber of farm- 
ers have installed hay dryers in 


-their storage area which, again, 


allows them to harvest the forage 
at a higher moisture content. 


All of these systems and vari- 
ations are designed to speed up 
the drying period and, thus, re- 
‘duce the nsk of spoilage. To be 
effective, all require good man- 
agement and each shouldbe evalu- 
ated on its own merits and cost 
effectiveness. 

The situafion will vary from 
farm to farm. In many cases, with 
larger herds, the first cut forage 
will be harvested in a haylage 
form with the second cut taken off 
as hay. when the weather is more 
stable.
